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FOREWORD 

In  the  spring  of  1895  the  writer  undertook  to  gather 
material  for  a  small  genealogy  of  the  branch  of  the  Bates 
family  to  which  he  belonged.  A  number  of  letters  were 
written  and  replies  received  and  some  data  which  he 
already  knew  was  recorded.  Soon  after  this  came  a  long 
and  serious  illness.  Following  his  recovery,  accumulated 
work  at  the  library  and  later  increasing  work  as  librarian, 
caused  all  thoughts  of  continuing  work  on  the  genealogy 
to  be  put  aside  until  some  more  convenient  season  when 
there  should  be  time  to  again  take  it  up.  The  years  passed 
and  the  older  members  of  the  family  from  whom  informa¬ 
tion  might  have  been  obtained  also  passed  from  the  scene. 
Now,  upon  trying  to  gather  up  the  scattered  threads,  he 
realizes  that  there  are  none  of  the  earlier  generations 
living,  and  that  he  is  the  earliest  in  line  of  descent  as 
well  as  the  oldest  member  of  the  family  in  years.  This 
long  delay  in  continuing  the  earlier  work  will  account 
for  the  absence  of  no  little  data  that  should  appear  in 
the  pages  that  follow. 

Much  more  might  be  said  about  the  Bate  family  in 
England  and  also  about  its  early  members  in  this  country; 
but  this  publication  is  intended  to  be  genealogical  rather 
than  biographical. 

Lemuel  Bates  settled  in  Turkey  Hills  Ecclesiastical 
Society.  This  Society  was  established  in  the  northeastern 
section  of  the  town  of  Simsbury,  Connecticut,  with  the 
addition  of  a  small  adjoining  section  of  the  town  of 
Windsor.  In  1786  a  portion  of  Simsbury  including  Turkey 
Hills  Society  was  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Granby, 
and  still  later,  in  1858,  the  town  of  East  Granby  was 
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incorporated  with  practically  the  same  boundaries  as  the 
Turkey  Hills  Society.  Thus,  Lemuel,  although  living  in 
the  same  house,  was  at  different  times  a  resident  of  two 
towns,  and  numerous  descendants  of  his  likewise  lived 
in  two  different  towns  without  having  changed  their  resi¬ 
dence.  To  avoid  confusion  in  naming  a  person’s  place  of 
residence,  the  name  East  Granby  has  in  general  been 
used  when  referring  to  locations  now  within  that  town, 
although  the  time  referred  to  may  be  many  years  before 
that  town  was  incorporated.

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INTRODUCTION 


Bate  used  as  a  family  name  is  a  very  early  English  sur¬ 
name.  Its  earliest  recorded  use  noted  by  the  writer  is  a 
mention  of  Obertus  Bate  as  a  landholder  in  that  part  of 
the  Doomsday  Book  relating  to  the  Palatinate  of  Dur¬ 
ham  written  in  1183.  Until  shortly  before  this  time  very 
few  persons  except  the  titled  classes  bore  distinguishing 
surnames. 

Numerous  theories  have  been  advanced  as  to  the  deriva¬ 
tion  or  origin  of  the  name,  none  of  which  seem  to  the 
writer  to  be  satisfactory.  His  personal  theory  is  that  as 
our  early  ancestors  lived  in  a  coastal  town  they  would 
have  much  to  do  with  boats  and  perhaps  would  derive 
their  livelihood  through  the  use  of  boats.  What  more 
natural  or  likely  than  that  the  name  of  the  object  with 
which  “John"’  and  “Thomas”  were  so  closely  associated 
should  become  attached  to  them  as  a  surname  and  they 
come  to  be  known  as  “John  of  the  Boat”  and  “Andrew 
of  the  Boat,”  or  “John  Boat”  and  “Andrew  Boat”.  This 
theory  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  will  of  “Nicholas 
de  la  Bate”  of  county  Kent,  who  died  1463-1468,  which 
is  recorded  at  Canterbury. 

The  word  for  boat  as  used  early  in  Engand  and  in  the 
language  of  the  nearby  continental  countries  from  which 
many  English  words  were  derived  was  spelled  in  many 
different  ways.  Among  these  were  Bat,  Batt,  Bate  and 
Batus.  One  of  these  forms  it  will  be  noted  is  the  identical 
spelling  of  our  family  surname.  The  final  “s”  does  not 
appear  on  the  family  name  in  early  English  records,  and 
even  today  families  by  the  name  of  Bate  are  found  in 
that  country.  The  addition  of  a  final  “s”  appears  to  be 
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an  American  innovation,  often  making  its  first  appear¬ 
ance  with  the  second  generation  of  the  family  born  in 
this  country,  although  the  time  of  change  is  in  nowise 
uniform. 

The  English  home  of  our  Bate  ancestors  was  Lydd,  a 
town  on  the  southeast  shore  in  the  county  of  Kent,  about 
sixty  miles  southeast  of  London.  Lydd  was  a  flourishing 
market  town  several  centuries  ago,  but  at  the  present 
time  is  known  only  as  a  popular  summer  seaside  resort. 
The  most  prominent  object  in  the  town  is  the  ancient 
stone  church  of  All  Saints.  The  date  of  its  erection  is  not 
known.  A  portion  of  its  walls  is  said  to  date  back  to  the 
period  of  Roman  occupation  of  Britain.  From  early  in 
the  fifteenth  century  numerous  changes  and  additions 
to  it  have  been  made.  In  the  floor  of  the  aisles  of  the 
church  are  numerous  miemorial  slabs,  several  of  them 
inscribed  to  members  of  the  Bate  famfily,  who  are  probably 
buried  beneath  them.  On  the  earliest  record  book  of 
Lydd,  known  as  the  Chamberlain’s  Account  Book,  William 
Bate  is  mentioned  on  the  third  page,  under  date  of 
August  17,  1429,  as  a  Jurat  (or  iVlderman)  of  the  town. 
The  volume  of  Churchwarden’s  Accounts  begins  in  1520, 
and  on  the  second  page  mention  is  made  of  “Andrew 
Batys’’.  These  volumes  contain  many  items  of  interest 
relating  to  the  history  of  the  town  and  church,  including 
frequent  Bate  references.  The  Church  Register  begins  in 
1538  and  is  complete  except  for  the  loss  of  three  leaves. 
It  contains  many  entries,  in  Latin  and  not  too  legible 
handwriting,  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Bate  family.  There  are  also  a  number  of  wills 
of  members  of  our  branch  of  the  family  among  the  records 
of  the  Prerogative  Court  at  Canterbury.  There  is  no  one 
by  the  name  of  Bate  now  living  in  Lydd. 

Carved  on  several  of  the  memorial  stones  to  members 
of  the  Bate  family  in  the  church  at  Lydd  is  the  family 
coat  of  arms.  Its  simplicity  indicates  that  it  was  an  early 
grant,  probably  dating  back  to  a  time  earlier  than  the 
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ancestral  line  that  we  dre  able  to  establish.  These  arms 
are  blazoned  “Sable,  a  fess  between  three  dexter  hands 
couped  bendways  argent”. 

In  our  branch  of  the  family  Bates  is  a  fading  name. 
Only  a  few  descendants  of  Captain  Lemuel  are  now  living 
who  bear  the  name.  There  are  four  married  couples,  who 
either  are  childless  or  are  unlikely  to  add  to  the  number 
of  children  already  born  to  them,  one  young  married 
couple  and  two  daughters,  unmarried,  children  of  the 
elder  married  couples.  There  are  also  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
whose  mother  was  a  Bates  before  her  marriage,  who  have 
discarded  their  own  surname  and  assumed  the  name  of 
Bates. 
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GENEALOGY 


1.  John  Bate  of  Lydd,  county  Kent,  England,  jurat, 
in  his  will,  dated  July  31  and  proved  Sept.  17,  1522, 
names  his  sons  Thomas  and  Andrew  as  executors,  men¬ 
tions  the  wife  of  Andrew  and  Joan  the  daughter  of  Andrew. 
England  was  a  Catholic  country  at  this  time  and  the 
will  provides  bequests  for  the  high  altar,  for  the  repara¬ 
tion  of  the  church,  to  a  priest  to  sing  for  his  soul,  to  poor 
people  for  the  health  of  his  soul  for  five  years  next  after 
his  death,  for  a  dirge  for  his  soul,  for  four  masses,  one 
each  of  “Our  Lady,”  of  the  Trinity,  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  of  Requiem,  and  as  many  at  his  month's  day  and 
twelve  month’s  day,  and  provides  payment  for  the  priests 
for  singing  these  masses.  The  pedigree  might  have  been 
carried  back  further  but  for  the  fact  that  two  individuals 
each  had  a  son  John  Bate,  either  of  whom  might  be  this 
John.

2.  Andrew,  of  Lydd,  although  he  apparently  died  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  in  the  nearby  town  of  Romney, 
who  with  his  wife  is  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will,  made 
his  will  Feb.  22,  1532/3.  In  it  he  appoints  William  Tadlow 
and  Robert  Robyns  his  executors  and  states  that  his 
children  William,  John,  Katherine  and  Thomas  are  not 
twenty  years  of  age  and  that  Katherine  is  not  married. 
He  makes  bequests  for  the  high  altar  and  the  reparation 
of  the  church  at  Lydd,  for  the  maintenance  of  “Jesus

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“Antiphonacs”  for  the  church,  for  dirge  and  mass  at  his 
burial  and  month's  mind  mass,  for  dirge  and  mass  for 
his  wife  at  her  year's  mind  mass,  for  himself  and  wife  at 
his  year's  and  two  year's  mind  mass.  Bequests  were  made 
to  his  children  and  to  other  persons  of  lands  and  tene¬ 
ments,  of  horses,  oxen,  kine,  heifers,  shoats  and  many 
ewes,  of  farming  tools,  of  wheat,  barley,  oats  and  beans, 
of  wearing  apparel  and  beads.

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Mention  is  made  of  the  loft  over  the  shop,  of  the  hall 
and  the  parlor,  and  of  two  tables,  two  bedsteds,  a  chair, 
a  chest,  a  cupboard,  a  stupponet  (sauce  pan),  two  kettles, 
a  small  brass  pan,  two  platters,  two  pewter  dishes  and 
two  fruit  dishes.  His  three  sons  are  named  as  executors 
and  John  Hebblethwaite  and  William  Crouche,  jurat, 
overseers  of  the  will.  His  estate  inventoried  £71.1 2s.  4.6..

His  will  dated 
Feb.  27,  and  proved  March  31,  1613/14,  gives  his  wife 
the  use  of  certain  lands;  gives  Robert,  son  of  his  deceased 
son,  Robert,  £20;  gives  his  two  daughters  each  £20  and 
certain  lands;  and  small  bequests  to  the  children  of  his 
son  James.  Then,  after  giving  certain  lands  to  his  son 
James,  he  divides  his  remaining  lands  equally  between 
his  four  other  sons,  each  son’s  portion  apparently  being 
valued  at  £100.  He  names  his  wife  Mary  executrix  and 
his  cousins  Clement  Bate  and  Thomas  Bate,  jurats,  of 
Lydd  (sons  of  his  uncle  Thomas  Bate),  overseers  of  his 
will.

She  was 
born  in  1583  and  died  Aug.  14,  1657.  Their  conformitv 
to  the  Church  of  England  having  been  certified  and 
they  having  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacv, 
James,  noted  as  a  husbandman,  his  wife  and  their  chil¬ 
dren,  except  Richard,  the  eldest  son,  embarked  on  the 
“Elizabeth”  from  the  port  of  London  April  17,  1635, 
New  England.  Arriving  in  America  they  settled  in 
Dorchester,  Mass.  On  the  same  ship  came  Clement,  the 
brother  of  James,  with  his  family;  they  settling  at  Hing- 
ham.  Mass.  James  was  granted  land  in  Dorchester  Feb. 
18,  1635/6,  and  at  sundry  later  times.  In  December  of 
the  same  year  he  was  made  a  freeman  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Colony.  Some  time  between  August  1636,  when 
the  Congregational  Church  was  organized,  and  November 
1639,  both  he  and  his  wife  Alice  were  admitted  to  member¬ 
ship;  later  he  was  a  ruling  elder  of  the  church.  In  1640  he 
was  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court.  He  held  several  town 
offices  and  was  appointed  on  a  number  of  committees  of 
the  town.  James  made  his  will  Nov.  22,  1655,  and  died 


in  Dorchester  before  Jan.  8,  1655/6.  He  made  his  son 
Richard  of  Lydd  executor  of  his  estate  in  both  Old  and 
New  England,  to  divide  the  estate  according  to  his  dis¬ 
cretion,  except  that  his  wife  is  to  have  her  maintenance 
from  it,  that  Samuel,  Alice  and  Mary  children  of  his  son 
James  each  to  have  £100.  His  grandson  James  Foster  to 
have  his  dwelling  house  and  land  surrounding  it,  and 
small  legacies  to  Rev.  Richard  Mather  and  the  wife  of 
Gabriel  Mead.  A  codicil  makes  his  son  James  joint 
executor,  to  attend  to  property  in  New  England.  Later 
by  word  of  mouth  he  gave  his  daughter  Margaret  Gibson 
£10.  His  inventory  amounted  to  £4i3.os.9d,  to  which 
£26  in  land  was  to  be  added,  and  included  plate  £2.i5s.od., 
land  £70,  debts  owing  to  him  £234.9s.9d.;  and  he  owed 
£43.6s.od.

£6300  to  his  children,  gives  his  mother  Alice 
Bate  in  New  England  a  yearly  annuity  of  £12 
and  disposes  of  plate  and  jewels.

Dec.  19,  1624;  came  with  his  parents  to  Dorchester,  Mass., 
in  1635.  ^  resident  of  Taunton,  Mass., 

where  he  owned  a  house  and  was  interested  in  the  iron 
works  there.  He  sold  his  share  in  the  iron  works,  his 
house  and  land  in  Taunton  Sept,  i,  1655,  to  his  father-in- 
law  Henry  Withington.  Setting  out  not  earlier  than  June 
1654  he  made  a  voyage  to  England,  going  by  way  of 
Virginia,  and  returning  to  Dorchester  as  early  as  August 
1655.  Perhaps  as  early  as  October  1664  and  certainly  by 
the  autumn  of  1666  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Thirty 
Mile  Island,  now  the  town  of  Haddam,  Conn.,  where  he 
was  one  of  the  twenty-eight  original  proprietors,  and 
settled  in  the  section  now  called  Shailerville.  In  May  1667 
he  represented  the  town  in  petitioning  the  General 
Assembly  for  settlement  of  the  town’s  boundaries.  From 
1671  to  1677  he  was  the  owner  of  a  corn  mill.  He  was  a 
Representative  to  the  General  Assembly  nine  times  from 
1670  to  1685.  married  as  early  as  1647  Ann  or  Hannah, 
daughter  of  Henry  Withington,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
church  at  Dorchester,  of  which  church  she  was  a  member. 
Both  James  and  Ann  died  before  Feb.  16,  1691,  at  which 
time  their  children  signed  an  agreement  for  division  of 
his  property.  He  probably  died  between  i\pril  1687  and 
June  1688,  and  she  somewhat  later.

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Alice  or  Elizabeth,  perhaps  born  in  Taunton, 
about  1653.

Elizabeth;  just  as  Bessie,  Betsey  and  Betty, 
have  since  been  used.”

She 
is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  her  grandfather 
James  Bate,  Nov.  22,  1655.

James,  born  in  Dorchester,  April  15,  and  bapt. 
there  April  20,  1662;  removed  with  his  father 
to  Haddam  and  finally  settled  in  East  Haddam; 
married  Mary  Lord.  He  died  March  13?  i73^* 

Margaret,  born  in  Dorchester,  June  17,  and  bapt. 
June  20,  1664;  married  William  Spencer,  and 
was  perhaps  his  second  wife. 

John,  born  in  Haddam  Oct.  1666;  married  previ¬ 
ous  to  1696,  Hannah - .  He  was  “related” 

to  the  church  in  Dorchester  and  she  to  the 
First  Church  in  Hartford. 

Hannah,  born  in  Haddam,  Sept.  7,  1668;  bapt. 
in  Middletown  March  7,  1668/9;  married  July 
26,  1698,  Dea.  Nathaniel  Chapman  of  Saybrook, 
as  his  second  wife. 

7.  Samuel  (son  of  James),  baptised  in  Dorchester, 
June  18  (or  19),  1648;  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his 
grandfather  James  Bate,  Nov.  22,  1655*  doubt 

came  with  his  parents  to  Haddam,  Conn.  Removed  to 
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Saybrook,  Conn.,  where  he  settled  in  Oyster  River 
Quarter,  now  the  town  of  Westbrook.  The  earliest  men¬ 
tion  of  him  in  Connecticut  is  his  marriage.  May  2,  1676, 
to  Mary,  born  April  15,  1655,  daughter  of  Robert  and 
Ann  (Bliss)  Chapman,  one  of  the  most  prominent  families 
of  Saybrook.  Probably  through  the  right  of  his  wife  he 
became  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Saybrook.  From  1678 
to  1697  he  held  numerous  town  offices.  He  died  Dec.  20  or 
28,  1699.  His  wife  survived  him,  being  alive  in  May  1704. 
The  expenses  of  his  funeral  were  £3.  He  was  one  of  the 
largest  tax  payers  in  the  town,  his  list  for  1688  being 
£7i.ios.od.  The  inventory  of  his  estate,  after  deducting 
£62.ios.od.  due  to  the  school  of  Saybrook,  amounted 
to  £329. 1 9s. 2d.  Among  the  items  in  it  were  a  house  and 
shop,  land  at  Saybrook  and  at  Haddam,  three  guns,  a 
sword  and  a  gold  ring.

man)  Bull.  She  married  (2)  Nathaniel  “Sutly” 
(PSutliffe)  and  died  Jan.  16,  1772.  At  their 
baptism  in  Durham  three  of  his  children  are 
recorded  as  children  of  James  and  Abigail.  This 
is  doubtless  an  error  as  his  widow  Hannah  is 
mentioned. 
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Robert,  born  Dec.  22,  1686;  married  (i)  Dec.  4, 

1712,  Deborah  Chalker;  (2)  Mary - ,  who 

was  a  widow  at  the  time  of  her  death  May 
26,  1761. 

Stephen,  born  June  i,  1689. 

Ephraim,  born  May  29,  1692. 

8.  Daniel,  born  Aug.  18,  1697. 

8.  Daniel  (son  of  Samuel),  born  in  Saybrook  Aug. 
18,  1697;  chose  his  brother  Robert  as  his  guardian  March 
ii’  1711/12.  He  was  of  Saybrook  Oct.  6,  1718,  at  which 
time  the  administratrix  of  his  father  s  estate  deeded  to 
him  the  house  formerly  belonging  to  his  father  also  two 
acres  of  land  in  Oyster  River  Quarter.  This  was  apparently 
in  payment  of  a  debt  of  him  on  account 

of  his  part  in  the  real  estate  of  his  father.  Before  Aug. 
10,  1720,  he  had  moved  to  Huntington,  Long  Island, 
N.  Y.,  on  which  date  he  deeds  back  to  his  brother  Robert, 
pf  Saybrook,  for  £26,  the  same  house  and  land.  He 
probably  continued  to  reside  in  Huntington  and  the 
adjoining  town  of  Smith  town  until  his  death.  He  was  a 
“smith,”  that  is  a  blacksmith  or  iron  worker,  and  later 
was  also  a  millwright.  Stray  cattle  were  in  his  possession 
in  Smithtown  in  1725  and  in  1735  he  was  elected  collector 
in  that  town.  In  1747  he  was  named  by  Joseph  Wood  of 
Huntington  as  one  of  his  executors.  John  Skidmore  of 
Huntington  in  his  will,  dated  1728  and  proved  1737,  dis¬ 
poses  of  1 15  sheep  “let  out  to  Daniel  Bates  of  Smith 
Town”.  Daniel  purchased  a  half  interest  in  a  saw  mill 
and  pond  in  Smithtown  and  there  erected  the  first  fulling 

mill.  Later  he  sold  these  mills. 

More  than  half  a  century  ago  William  H.  Bates,  who 
when  they  were  still  alive,  lived  with  his  father,  Apollos, 
and  his  grandfather,  Lemuel,  recounted  to  the  writer 
what  had  been  told  him  of  the  early  history  of  the  Bates 
family.  His  keen  mind  and  retentive  memory  make  his

statements  of  much  value  and  interest.  The  substance  of 
what  he  said  follows:  Lemuel  Bates  was  born  at  Hunting- 
ton,  Long  Island.  His  father  was  Daniel,  whose  children 
in  the  order  of  their  birth  were  Daniel,  Vashti,  Lemuel 
and  Stephen.  The  younger  Daniel  was  lost  at  sea  with 
his  wife  and  child  or  children  while  on  a  voyage  to  or 
at  the  Barbadoes.  Vashti  married  an  Episcopal  minister 
and  lived  in  New  York,  whether  the  city  or  state  was 
not  stated.  Lemuel  and  Stephen  came  to  Norwich,  Conn., 
to  learn  the  sadler’s  trade.  From  there  they  came  to 
Turkey  Hills,  now  the  town  of  East  Granby  to  work  at 
their  trade.  Lemuel  soon  moved  to  Westfield,  Mass., 
but  soon  returned  to  East  Granby  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  Stephen  moved  to  Southampton, 
Mass.  In  a  letter  written  in  1867,  a  granddaughter  of 
Stephen,  whom  she  states  that  she  remembers,  says  that 
her  great  grandfather  lived  on  Long  Island,  that  his 
children  were  Lemuel  who  purchased  land  in  Granby; 
Daniel,  Kesia  and  Anna  who  remained  on  Long  Island; 
and  Stephen  who  became  a  sadler  and  located  in  Durham 
and  when  quite  young  married  Mindwell  Seward.  It  is 
true  that  Stephen,  as  she  says,  located  in  Durham,  Conn., 
where  he  married  and  where  children  were  born  to  him; 
but  later  he  moved  to  Southampton. 

The  records  of  the  church  in  Huntington  show  the 
following  baptisms,  but  without  giving  the  names  of 
parents  of  the  children:  Lemuel  Bates,  June  15,  1729; 
John  Bates,  Nov.  24,  1749,  private  baptism;  Kezia  Bates, 
Oct.  20,  1745;  Rebecca  Bates,  June  24,  1751,  adult.  The 
same  record  also  gives  the  marriage,  Dec.  26,  1743, 
Daniel  Bates  and  Deborah  Bunce,  widow,  of  Huntington. 
She  was  no  doubt  the  widow  of  Jacob  Bunce,  whose  will, 
proved  in  1741,  mentions  his  wife  Deborah.  The  records 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newtown,  now  Elmhurst, 
Long  Island,  show  the  marriage  of  Mrs.  Keziah  Bates  of 
Huntington  and  Jos.  Langdon  of  Hempstead,  Long 
Island,  on  Jan.  28,  1735.  It  seems  probable  that  she  was 
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the  widow  of  the  elder  Daniel,  born  in  1697.  The  title  of 
Mrs.  or  Mistress  was  at  this  period  often  given  to  young 
unmarried  women,  so  its  use  here  does  hot  necessarily 
mean  that  she  was  a  widow.  In  the  description,  dated 
April  I,  1756,  of  two  tracts  of  land  in  Smithtown  “then 
laid  out”  a  boundary  of  each  is  described  as  land  formerly 
sold  to  “Daniel  Bayts  deceased”.  These  tracts,  however, 
may  not  have  been  entered  on  the  record  until  long  after 
they  were  laid  out.  The  maiden  name  of  Daniel’s  wife 
and  the  date  of  their  marriage  are  unknown;  nor  is  it 
known  when  either  of  them  died.  The  Daniel  who  on 
Dec.  26,  1743,  married  Deborah  Bunce,  was  probably 
the  younger  Daniel,  son  of  the  Daniel  born  in  1697; 
although  the  record  might  be  a  second  marriage  of  the 
elder  Daniel.  So  far  as  is  known,  or  can  be  judged  from 
the  information  available,  the  children  of  Daniel  are  as 
follows. 

Children : 

Daniel,  said  to  be  the  eldest  child  and  to  have 
been  lost  at  sea  with  his  wife  and  child,  or 
children,  while  on  a  voyage  to,  or  at,  the 
Barbados. 

Vashti,  said  to  be  next  in  age  and  to  have  married 
an  Episcopal  minister  and  to  have  lived  in 
New  York,  whether  city  or  state  is  not  stated. 

9.  Lemuel,  bapt.  June  15,  1729,  in  Huntington,  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.,  said  to  be  next  in  age  after  Vashti. 

Stephen,  said  to  be  next  in  age  after  Lemuel. 
He  is  said  to  have  gone  with  Lemuel  to  Norwich, 
Conn.,  to  learn  the  sadler’s  trade  and  later  to 
have  gone  with  Lemuel  to  East  Granby.  He  was 
soon  in  Durham,  Conn.,  where  he  married  at  an 
early  age  in  March,  1749,  Mindwell  Seward, 
and  where  several  children  were  born  to  them. 
The  family  later  moved  to  Southampton,  Mass. 
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Kezia. 

Anna,  said  to  have  remained  on  Long  Island. 

Rebecca,  an  adult  when  she  was  baptised  in 
Huntington  June  24,  1751.  May  have  been  a 

daughter  of  either  Daniel  the  elder  or  of  Daniel 
the  younger. 

Kezia,  baptised  in  Huntington  Oct.  20,  1745,  rtiay 
have  been  a  daughter  of  the  younger  Daniel. 
John,  given  private  baptism  at  Huntington, 
Nov.  24,  1749,  and  so  probably  an  infant^'  and 
Rebecca,  baptised  at  Huntington,  June  24,  1751, 

may  also  be  presumed  to  have  been  children  of 
the  younger  Daniel. 

9.  Lemuel  (son  of  Daniel),  baptised  in  Huntington, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  June  15,  1729;  married  Dorothy 

c  of  East  Granby  and 

bul^ld.  Conn.,  about  1754.  She  died  Nov.  6,  1808,  aged 

f  •  Sept.  19,  1820,  aged  91.  When  young  he  went 
with  his  brother  Stephen  to  Norwich,  Conn.,  to  learn 
the  sadler  s  trade  and  from  their  to  Turkey  Hills  Ecclesi¬ 
astical  Society  in  Simsbury,  Conn,  (later  the  town  of 
itast  Granby),  to  pursue  that  trade.  In  1752,  he  pur- 
chased  small  tracts  of  land  on  the  border  of  Simsbury 
and  inifheld,  a  portion  lying  in  each  town.  A  part  of  this 
land  he  at  once  deeded  to  his  father-in-law  Capt.  John 
Lewis.  Two  years  later  he  purchased  in  partnership  with 
his  father-in-law,  Capt.  Lewis,  owner  of  the  remaining 
interest,  the  one-fourth  interest  in  adjoining  land  with 
right  to  build  a  dam  on  Stony  Brook  and  to  erect  a  grist 
mill  and  a  house  for  the  miller.  This  was  on  the  east  side 
of  what  IS  now  the  east  street  in  East  Granby,  at  the  place 
where  the  west  iron  works  had  formerly  been  located 
Lemuel  s  next  purchase  of  land  was  at  Westfield,  Mass, 
m  April  1756,  when  he  bought  lot  number  39,  in  the 
first  tier  of  lots,  containing  53  acres.  A  few  days  later  he 
bought  the  adjoining  lots,  numbers  38  and  40.  The  fol-

lowing  June,  he  bought  another  tract  in  Westfield  con¬ 
sisting  of  200  acres.  He  moved  to  Westfield  probably  in 
1758,  but  returned  again  to  East  Granby  in  the  spring 
of  1760.  It  was  probably  the  year  before  he  moved  to 
Westfield  that  Lemuel  was  first  licensed  to  sell  wine  and 
liquor  in  Simsbury,  and  he  continued  as  a  taverner  in 
that  town  at  least  until  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Previous  to  his  return  from  Westfield  he  bought 
for  £500  two  parcels  of  land  on  East  Granby  street; 
one  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway  extending  east  to 
Suffield  bounds,  with  a  house  and  barn  standing  on  it, 
containing  thirty  acres;  the  other  on  the  west  side  and 
opposite  the  first  piece,  extending  west  one-half  mile, 
and  containing  ten  acres.  On  the  first  of  these  pieces 
Lemuel  established  his  home,  and  it  has  been  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  five  generations  of  his  descendants.  Later  in 
the  same  year,  1760,  he  purchased  another  piece  of  land 
containing  seventeen  acres  on  the  west  side  of  the  road 
south  of  and  adjoining  what  he  already  owned.  From  time 
to  time  he  continued  to  add  to  his  land  holdings  until  he 
became,  probably,  the  largest  land  owner  in  what  is  now 
East  Granby.  At  the  period  when  Lemuel  finally  settled 
in  East  Granby  the  per  acre  assessment  on  land  was: 
house  lot  one  pound,  upland  ten  shillings,  clear  pasture 
eight  shillings,  bush  pasture  one  shilling  six  pence.  Each 
male  from  18  to  70  years  of  age  was  assessed  at  eighteen 
pounds.  In  1785  Lemuel’s  tax  list  was  £ii3.5s.od.,  the 
largest  of  any  in  Turkey  Hills  Society.  Only  one  other 
list  was  above  £100.  From  an  account  book  ending  in 
1772  it  is  learned  that  he  raised  grain  that  was  gathered 
by  reaping,  that  he  grew  flax,  that  he  kept  several  cows 
and  that  he  possessed  a  grindstone.  He  purchased  mutton, 
beef  and  veal;  deer  were  not  uncommon  and  there  was 
an  occasional  bear.  In  17^3  he  hired  a  horse;  but  in  177^ 
he  hired  a  “chair,”  that  is  a  two-wheeled  chaise,  for  a 
day,  presumably  using  his  own  horse  with  it.  Having 
prospered  financially  and  now  having  a  considerable 
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family,  he  built  himself  a  new  house,  of  two  stories,  in 
1773,  near  the  site  of  his  former  house,  which  is  still 
occupied  by  a  descendant.  It  is  of  the  style  of  the  period: 
side  to  the  street,  with  front  door  in  the  center  opening 
into  an  entry  from  which  stairs  led  to  the  second  floor 
with  two  landings  and  turns,  and  doors  at  either  side 
leading  to  the  north  and  south  rooms,  each  of  which 
had  a  fireplace.  A  large  chimney  was  back  of  the  entry  and 
back  of  that,  entered  from  either  of  the  other  rooms,  the 
long  kitchen  with  its  fireplace  and  with  a  room  at  either 
end  and  a  rear  entrance.  On  the  south  side  at  the  front 
corner  was  the  usual  “south  door”.  In  this  south  room 
was  the  bar,  which  was  removed  long  ago.  Lemuel  and 
Phineas  Griswold  (probably  the  Phineas  who  married 
Lemuel’s  daughter  Vashti)  built  a  sloop  for  the  West 
India  trade  on  the  bank  of  the  Farmington  River,  at 
Poquonock,  Conn.,  using  timber  cut  on  Lemuel’s  farm. 
Griswold  went  several  voyages  with  the  sloop  and  Lemuel 
used  to  sell  sugar  and  molasses  brought  back  on  it.  Lemuel 
and  his  brother-in-law  Hezekiah  Lewis  in  1779  bought  a 
half  interest  in  the  saw  mill  and  grist  mill,  known  as  the 
Rainbow  mills  in  the  parish  of  Poquonock.  Lemuel  being 
past  the  age  for  enrolment  in  the  regular  militia  became  a 
member  of  the  second  company  of  the  “Alarm  List”  in 
Simsbury.  In  May  1777,  he  was  made  ensign  of  the  com¬ 
pany  and  a  year  later  was  advanced  to  captain.  Between 
March  and  November  1779,  he,  with  his  company,  were 
in  service  as  coast  guard  at  Horseneck  in  Greenwich, 
Conn.  One  member  of  the  company,  probably  Zebulon 
Moses,  is  said  to  have  been  killed  by  the  enemy  at  this 
time.  He  advertises  from  Greenwich  on  June  26,  1779, 
offering  a  reward  for  four  men  who  had  deserted  from  his 
company.  On  Sept.  7,  1779?  issued  a  call  to  members 
of  his  company  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  march 
at  the  shortest  notice  for  the  defense  of  the  state.  Lemuel 
continued  as  captain  of  the  company  at  least  until  January 
1782,  and  probably  until  the  close  of  the  Revolution. 
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His  sword  is  preserved  by  a  member  of  the  family.  From 
1775  until  after  the  close  of  the  century  he  was  a  sub¬ 
scriber  to  a  number  of  newspapers,  many  files  of  which 
he  preserved,  and  which  were  sold  to  a  dealer  during 

this  century. 

Lemuel  was  elected  by  the  town  of  Simsbury  to  the 
offices  of  constable,  collector  of  town  rates  in  Turkey 
Hills  Society,  sealer  of  leather  and  selectman.  The  earliest 
election  was  in  1766,  and  he  was  elected  seven  and  eight 
times  to  some  of  the  offices.  He  was  also  on  two  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  town  relating  to  raising  recruits  for  the 
army.  Although  not  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church  in  Turkey  Hills,  Lemuel  was  active  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Society.  Among  the  offices  or  committees  to  which 
he  was  elected  were  the  society  s  committee,  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  dignify  the  seats,  to  seat  the  meeting  house, 
to  treat  with  the  minister,  to  repair  the  meeting  house,  a 
member  of  the  school  committee,  collector  of  society  rates, 
and  for  six  years  the  society’s  clerk,  during  which  time 
the  records  are  written  in  his  legible  hand.  In  179° 
withdrew  from  the  congregational  and  united  with  the 
Methodist  society.  Hon.  Walter  Forward  writing  in 
calls  him  “a  man  of  exemplary  conduct  and  true  piety  . 
In  politics  during  his  later  years  he  was  a  democrat, 
which  corresponded  closely  with  the  republican  of  the 
present  time.  He  was  tall,  above  the  average  height,  and 
erect  in  his  bearing.  His  will,  made  in  1803,  gives  to  his 
wife  the  household  furniture  and  the  use  of  one-half  of 
his  lands  and  buildings;  to  each  of  his  three  daughters 
£100  in  money,  Deborah’s  legacy  to  be  held  in  trust 
for  her  use  and  any  remainder  to  go  to  her  heirs;  to  his 
two  sons  all  of  his  lands  north  of  the  meeting  house  in 
East  Granby,  the  north  half  to  go  to  Apollos  and  the  south 
half  to  Erastus,  also  170  acres  of  land  in^  Wilmington, 
Vermont;  to  his  five  granddaughters,  children  of  his 
deceased  son  Zophar,  28  acres  south  of  the  meeting  house 
in  East  Granby;  to  his  two  grandsons,  children  of  Zophar, 
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all  his  remaining  land  south  of  the  meeting  house;  to  the 
widow  the  use  of  one-third  of  the  lands  given  to  her  two 
sons.  The  personal  estate  was  inventoried  at  $77.39;  land 
given  to  his  two  sons,  225  acres  north  of  the  meeting 
house,  $12,575;  land  south  of  the  meeting  house,  28  acres 
given  to  his  five  granddaughters  $984,  and  155  acres  given 
to  his  two  grandsons  $5,425.  No  appraisal  was  made  of 
the  land  in  Vermont,  perhaps  because  there  appears  to 
have  been  some  question  regarding  the  title. 

Children,  all  born  in  East  Granby  except  per¬ 
haps  Vashti  and  Esther  who  may  have  been 
born  in  Westfield,  Mass.: 

10.  Zophar,  born  July  19,  1755. 

11.  Vashti,  born  about  1758. 

Esther,  born  Sept.  24,  1759;  died  Feb.  15,  1778. 

12.  Dorothy,  born  March  22,  1761. 

13.  Apollos,  born  Oct.  22,  1764. 

14.  Erastus,  born  Oct.  22,  1764,  twin  with  Apollos. 

Daniel,  born  in  1766;  died  Jan.  4,  1769,  in  his 
third  year. 

Pollina,  born  in  1767;  died  Sept.  16,  1775,  in  her 
ninth  year. 

15.  Deborah,  born  Oct.  1768. 

Daniel,  born  Nov.  i,  1771;  died  May  7,  1790. 

10.  Zophar  (son  of  Lemuel),  born  July  19,  1755;  died 
Sept.  28,  1803;  married  in  January  1784,  Lucretia  Rowe 
or  Roe,  born  Sept.  16,  1760,  daughter  of  Abijah  and 
Deborah  (Forward)  Roe  of  Simsbury;  died  Feb.  21,  1814. 
His  home  was  a  farm,  owned  by  his  father,  on  the  west 
side  of  the  highway  about  a  mile  south  of  East  Granby 
center,  where  his  descendant  James  Griswold  lived  in 
recent  years.  The  inventory  of  his  personal  property  was 
$856.98.  In  the  direct  tax  list  of  February  1814,  Zophar 
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Bates*  heirs,  five  persons,  are  listed  as  having  i68  acres, 

I  house,  I  out  house,  valued  at  $4,263.  His  five  daughters 
are  mentioned  by  name  in  the  will  of  their  grandfather 
Lemuel,  dated  1803,  while  the  will  of  their  father,  dated 
the  same  year,  does  not  mention  Esther  although  she 
was  living  at  that  time.  The  sexton’s  record  under  date 
of  May  1813  says  “Widow  Lucretia  Bates  account.  To 
digging  a  grave”.  It  is  not  known  for  whom  the  grave 

was  dug. 

Children,  all  born  in  East  Granby: 

Lucinda,  born  Nov.  21,  1784;  died  Nov.  10,  1843 
(gravestone  says  October  10,  which  is  incorrect). 
She  never  married. 

16.  Pollina,  born  May  4,  1786. 

17.  Betsey  or  Elizabeth,  born  March  ii,  1788. 

18.  Lucretia,  born  March  i5>  i79^- 

19.  Esther,  born  May  3,  1794. 

Zophar  Lewis,  born  Sept,  i,  1796;  died  May  13, 
1838.  He  and  his  brother  Lemuel  lived  on  their 
father’s  homestead  in  the  southern  part  of  East 
Granby.  He  had  bookish  tastes  and  was  a  great 
reader,  as  was  his  brother  Lemuel  They  had  a 
good  library  made  up  of  worthwhile  books  and 
the  works  of  standard  authors,  although  after 
his  death  it  was  appraised  at  only  $60.  His  will, 
dated  May  30,  1828,  leaves  all  of  his  estate  to 
his  sister  Lucinda.  His  property  was  inventoried 
at  $3,645.75.  He  never  married. 

Lemuel,  born  Feb.  26,  1799;  died  Feb.  17,  1826. 
He  lived  with  his  brother  Zophar  Lewis  on  their 
father’s  old  homestead  in  the  southern  part  of 
East  Granby.  Like  his  brother  he  had  bookish 
tastes  and  was  a  great  reader.  His  estate  inven¬ 
toried  $5,542.42,  and  was  distributed  between 
his  brother  and  five  sisters.  He  did  not  marry. 
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II.  Vashti  (daughter  of  Lemuel),  born  about  1758, 
probably  in 'Westfield,  Mass.;  married  (i)  Phineas  Gris¬ 
wold  of  Windsor,  Conn.,  born  Aug.  13,  1750,  son  of 
Phineas  and  Hepzibah  (Gaylord)  Griswold.  He  died  Feb. 
9,  1789.  It  was  probably  he  who  in  company  with  Lemuel 
Bates  (his  father-in-law)  built  a  sloop  for  the  West  India 
trade  on  the  bank  of  the  Farmington  River  at  Poquonock 
and  who  went  several  voyages  with  the  sloop.  He  named 
Lemuel  Bates  and  his  wife  executors.  Vashti  married  (2) 
July  16,  i799>  second  wife,  Gurdon  Wadsworth  of 

Hartford  and  Farmington.  He  was  born  June  27,  1748; 
died  Jan.  29,  1826.  She  died  March  8,  1835  (tombstone 
says  February  18). 

Children,  all  of  first  marriage: 

Hepzibah  Griswold,  born  Oct.  ii,  1778;  married  in 
1794,  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  Daniel  Holcomb,  3d; 
died  at  the  age  of  thirty-four  in  East  Granby. 
He  was  born  in  Simsbury  Jan.  18,  1771,  son  of 
Daniel  and  Sarah  Holcomb;  died  in  Granby  in 
June  1829.  Children:  Daniel,  Gaylord,  Edmond, 
Maria,  Emeline,  Esther,  Esther  and  Oliver. 

Esther  Griswold,  born  Dec.  24,  1780;  never 
married. 

Phineas  Griswold,  born  Aug.  21,  1782;  married 
Maria  Latimer;  died  Sept.  18,  1829;  resided  in 
Poquonock  (Windsor).  She  was  born  in  1794, 
daughter  of  Levi  and  Rebecca  (Filley)  Latimer; 
died  May  13,  1866.  (No  information  as  to 
descendants.) 

Oliver  Griswold,  born  June  ii,  1784;  married  in 
December  1808  Grace  Latimer.  They  resided  in 
Poquonock.  (No  information  as  to  descendants.) 

Vashti  Griswold,  born  Sept.  26,  1786;  married 
Abel  Adams,  Jr.;  died  in  Scotland  (Bloomfield), 
Conn.,  Oct.  19,  1843.  (No  information  as  to 
descendants.) 
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Julia  Griswold,  born  Jan.  28,  1789;  married  Lemuel 
Cicero  Holcomb.  (See  under  Dorothy  (Bates) 
Holcomb.) 

12.  Dorothy  (daughter  of  Lemuel),  born  March  22, 
1761;  married  Hezekiah  Holcomb,  son  of  Hezekiah  and 
Susannah  (Alderman)  Holcomb,  as  his  second  wife,  April 
9,  1788;  died  Oct.  i,  1836,  said  to  be  aged  73,  which  if 
true  would  make  her  born  in  1763.  Hezekiah  married  his 
first  wife,  Chloe  Pinney,  June  30,  1768.  She  died  June  20, 
1787.

Aurelia  Holcomb  who  married  (i)  Grove  Holcomb,  son 
of  Benajah  Holcomb.  They  had  a  daughter  Dorothy 
Bates  Holcomb,  born  Oct.  16,  1799,  in  Granby,  probably 
named  after  her  mother’s  stepmother;  married  in  1823, 
Aralzamond  Clark,  son  of  Eber  and  Wealthy  Ann 
(Holcomb)  Clark;  died  Sept.  20,  1886,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

13.  Apollos  (son  of  Lemuel),  twin  with  Erastus,  born 
Oct.  22,  1764;  married  (i)  Lucretia  (‘‘Cretia”)  Forward

April  5,  1797.  She  died  May  6,  1800,  aged  25  years; 
married  (2)  April  22,  1811,  Rachel  Hanchett,  daughter  of 
Captain  Oliver  Hanchett  of  West  Suffield,  a  soldier  and 
prisoner  of  war  during  the  Revolution.  She  died  Oct.  30, 
1835,  aged  63  years.  Apollos  died  Jan.  24,  1842.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  lived  with  his  father  on  the  old  homestead, 
which  he  inherited  upon  his  father’s  death.  His  will, 
dated  Nov.  i,  1836,  mentions  his  son  William  H.  and  his 
daughter  Cretia.  On  Oct.  26,  1812,  he  sent  a  certificate  to 
the  Turkey  Hills  Congregational  Church  that  “I  have 
Joined  with  the  Methodist  Society  or  Church  in  the  town 
of  Granby.”

“Child  at  Apos  Bate”  is  an  entry  in  a  record  of 
deaths  in  East  Granby  under  date  of  Dec.  21, 
1821.  Was  this  a  child  of  Apollos? 

14.  Erastus  (son  of  Lemuel),  twin  with  Apollos,  born 
Oct.  22,  1764;  married  Dec.  7,  1798,  Amelia  Higley, 
daughter  of  Seth  and  Mindwell  (Higley)  Higley  of  Higley- 
town  in  Simsbury;  born  March  10,  1779;  died  Aug.  8, 
1838.  He  died  Sept.  25,  1826.  They  made  their  home  in  a 
house  on  the  south  part  of  the  farm  belonging  to  his 
father,  Lemuel,  which  south  half  later  became  the  property 
of  Erastus  by  his  father’s  will.  There  they,  or  some  of  their 
descendants,  resided  for  more  than  a  century.  The  land 
on  which  the  house  stood,  comprising  47  acres,  had  been 
purchased  by  Lemuel  in  1774,  and  other  land  adjoining 
had  been  added  in  1794  and  perhaps  at  other  times.  In 
addition  to  farming,  Erastus  was  much  given  to  trading, 
thus  showing  that  he  was  a  true  Yankee.  His  house  was 
of  the  conventional  style  of  the  period;  much  like  that  of 
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his  father.  He  evidently  had  military  ambitions,  for,  in 
May  1793,  he  was  commissioned  Corporal  in  the  fourth 
company  of  the  eighteenth  regiment  of  the  state  militia. 
Four  years  later,  in  May  1797,  he  was  advanced  to  Ensign 
of  the  company,  and  in  October  1799,  commis¬ 

sioned  Lieutenant  of  the  company;  an  office  that  he  held 
for  five  years.  The  life  of  a  farmer  at  this  period  was  not 
an  easy  one.  Almost  everything  that  his  family  consumed 
was  produced  on  the  farm  and  the  majority  of  the  tools 
he  used  were  made  at  home  or  by  the  local  blacksmith. 
His  wife,  in  addition  to  caring  for  her  household,  made  the 
butter,  carded,  spun,  wove  and  dyed  the  material  for  the 
clothing  for  the  family  and  later  fashioned  it  for  the 
diflFerent  members  of  the  household.  His  coffin  was  locally 
made  at  a  cost  of  $5  and  133  brass  nails  were  purchased 
to  ornament  it.  A  pair  of  tombstones  for  his  grave  cost 
$23  in  January  following  his  death.

15.  Deborah  (daughter  of  Lemuel),  born  October 
1768;  married  (i)  September  1790  Seth  Holcomb,  born 
April  4,  1768,  died  Nov.  4,  1804,  son  of  Hezekiah  and 
Susannah  (Alderman)  Holcomb.  He  was  brother  of 
Hezekiah  Holcomb  who  married  Dorothy  Bates,  sister 
of  Deborah.  In  her  younger  days,  Deborah  was  said  to 
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be  the  handsomest  woman  in  Turkey  Hills.  Her  father’s 
legacy  to  her  was  left  in  trust  for  her  use,  the  remainder, 
if  any,  to  go  to  her  heirs.  She  was  always  peculiar  and  in 
her  latter  days  became  very  set  in  her  ways,  so  that  it 
was  sometimes  quite  difficult  to  get  along  with  her.  For  a 
time  she  lived  around  with  different  relatives.  She  was 
always  known  in  her  later  years  as  “Aunt  Debby”.  She 
married  (2)  Ephilet  Curtiss,  as  his  second  wife.  He  was 
born  Nov.  9,  1758,  son  of  Ephilet  and  Margaret  (Dyer) 
Curtiss.  They  moved  to  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  about 
1810,  but  returned  to  Simsbury  where  he  died  in  1816. 
There  is  some  reason  to  think  that  she  married  for  a  third 
time  late  in  life,  but  no  proof  of  such  a  marriage  has  been 
found.

16.  PoLLiNA  (daughter  of  Zophar),  born  May  4,  1786; 
married  April  7,  1805,  Dan  (?  Daniel)  Stowe.  They 
moved  after  marriage  to  Ohio. 
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Children : 

Zophar  Stowe  of  Ohio,  married  Emeline  Gross  of 
Windsor,  Conn.,  as  early  as  1833. 

Frank  Stowe,  lived  at  Nelson  or  Garrettsville, 
Portage  County,  Ohio.

Ellen  or  Helen  Stowe,  married  Horace  May.  Was 
living  at  Akron,  Ohio  in  1857*

17.  Betsey  or  Elizabeth  (daughter  of  Zophar),  born 
March  ii,  1788,  is  said  to  have  married  a  Mr.  Currey. 
The  name  Currey  is  not  found  in  this  state  until  recent 
years,  and  nothing  further  has  been  discovered  concern¬ 
ing  Betsey.  Betsey's  grandfather  in  his  will,  dated  1803, 
names  Zophar’s  seven  children.  One  of  these  children 
married  in  1805  and  probably  moved  to  the  west  soon 
after.  It  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  she  sold  her 
share  in  her  father’s  estate  before  going  west,  thus  leaving 
only  six  heirs  to  the  property.  The  record,  kept  by  the 
sexton  in  East  Granby,  has  a  charge  against  Lucretia 
Bates,  the  mother  of  Betsey,  under  date  of  May  1813, 
“To  digging  a  grave”.  The  direct  tax  list  of  February  1814 
lists  Zophar  Bates’  heirs,  five  persons.  May  it  not  be 
that  this  indicates  the  death  of  Betsey  (Bates)  Currey 
in  East  Granby  in  May  1813?  If  so  she  probably  left  no 
descendants. 

18.  Lucretia  (daughter  of  Zophar),  born  March  15, 

1792;  married  June  20,  1821,  James  S.  Judd  of  Southamp¬ 
ton,  Mass.;  died  May  6,  [  ].  They  moved  in  1835  to 

East  Granby,  where  on  September  4,  both  were  admitted 
to  the  church  by  letter  from  Southampton.  On  May  8, 
1842,  both  were  dismissed  from  the  church  by  letter  to 
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the  church  in  Southampton,  which  they  made  their  later 
permanent  home. 

Child: 

James  Eugene  Judd.  He  lived  to  be  a  young  man, 
but  was  a  cripple,  probably  from  what  would 
now  be  termed  infantile  paralysis.  A  painted 
portrait  of  him  and  his  dog  is  owned  by  the 
compiler. 

19.  Esther  (daughter  of  Zophar),  born  May  3,  1794; 
married  May  8,  1817,  Hiram  Griswold  of  Windsor;  died 
Oct.  29,  1827.  They  probably  resided  on  her  father’s  old 
homestead  in  East  Granby.  He  was  born  May  9,  1795, 
and  died  Sept.  18,  1873.

James  Monroe  Griswold,  born  Aug.  17,  1818; 
married  Nov.  30,  1843,  Catharine  Mehitable 
Phelps;  died  May  28,  1852.  She  was  born  March 
9,  1816,  and  married  (2)  Royal  M.  Weller  of 
Hartford,  as  his  second  wife,  Oct.  25,  1855. 
survived  her.  She  died  March  16,  1875.  Weller 
was  employed  by  James  G.  Batterson  of  Hart¬ 
ford  to  sell  monuments.  James  and  his  family 
resided  in  East  Granby  on  the  homested  of  his 
mother’s  father.  Children:  Mary  Catharine, 
Sarah  Mehitable  and  James  Azariah. 

20.  Apollos  Drayton  (son  of  Apollos),  usually  called 
Drayton,  born  Feb.  13,  1798;  married  his  second  cousin 
Eliza  Stowe  in  Ohio.  After  a  few  years  she  obtained  a 
divorce  from  him  and  later  contracted  a  second  marriage. 
He  was  a  student  at  Yale  College  in  1815-1816,  but  was 
never  graduated.  As  early  as  1828,  he  had  moved  to 
Jefferson,  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  where  he  was  then 
practicing  law.  Ten  years  later  he  returned  to  his  father’s 
in  East  Granby,  apparently  after  having  trouble  with 
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his  wife,  who  soon  after  began  teaching  school  in  Ohio. 
He  later  practiced  law  in  Windsor.

21.  Lucretia  Forward  (daughter  of  Apollos),  born 

Feb.  II,  1800;  married  (i)  in  1823  George  Holcomb  of 
Granby,  son  of  Hezekiah,  Jr.,  and  Orpha  (Roberts) 
Holcomb  and  grandson  of  Hezekiah  and  Chloe  (Pinney) 
Holcomb.  He  went  to  Mexico  with  goods  and  died  of 
fever  at  Tampeco  Nov.  i,  1823,  about  six  months  after 
their  marriage,  at  the  age  of  24.  She  married  (2)  Albert 
Bates  as  early  as  1831.  (See  under  Albert  Bates.)  ^She  was 
baptised  in  East  Granby  April  3?  adopted 

Daughter  to  Sam  Clark  and  his  Wife  on  whose  Account 
Baptised^^  This  adoption  was  probably  only  in  an  ecclesi¬ 
astical  sense,  Mrs.  Clark  having  been  Ruth  Forward 
before  her  marriage  and  presumably  a  relative. 

22.  William  Hanchett  (son  of  Apollos),  born  May  i, 
1812;  married  in  November  1838  Marcia  Lewis,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Hezekiah  Lewis  who  was  brother  of  Dorothy 
Lewis,  wife  of  Lemuel  Bates,  so  that  she  married  her 
second  cousin.  Marcia  was  born  March  29,  i8i3>  Rtid  died 
April  I,  1844.  He  married  (2)  June  2,  1846,  Mary  A. 
Stevens  of  West  Suffield,  born  Oct.  12,  1810;  died  Sept. 
21,  1896.  She  was  admitted  to  the  church  in  East  Granby 
July  4,  1847,  by  letter  from  the  church  in  West  Suffield. 
He  inherited  and  resided  on  the  old  homestead,  a  farmer, 
for  the  greater  part  of  his  life.  In  his  younger  days,  in  the 
winter  of  1838-9  Rnd  probably  other  years,  he  traveled,  in 
the  south,  chiefly  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  selling 
clocks.  Later  he  commanded  a  sailing  vessel  which  made 
trips  down  the  Atlantic  coast.  His  retentive  memory 
made  him  the  source  of  much  information  regarding  his 
immediate  Bates  ancestors.  He  died  April  21,  1888.

23.  Anson  (son  of  Erastus),  born  May  14,  1799;  as  the 
eldest  son  of  his  parents  was  given  special  advantages  of 
education.  He  attended  a  private  school  in  Hartford  and 
later  the  famous  Law  School  in  Litchfield,  Conn.  He  prob¬ 
ably  traveled  in  the  south,  where  he  met  and  married  in 
1839  iu  Richmond,  Louisa  C.  Fernihough  Garnett,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Fannie  (Fernihough)  Garnett  of  Lynch¬ 
burg,  Virginia.  She  was  born  May  21,  1819,  in  Dinwiddie 
County  (according  to  the  record  of  her  death)  and  died 
Sept.  2,  1874.  <iied  Sept.  19,  1869.  At  the  age  of  17 
he  wrote  a  play,  which  was  never  published,  entitled  “The 
Itinerant  Observer  in  Italy:  A  Tragedy.  In  Three  Acts.’' 
While  he  worked  his  farm  in  East  Granby  during  his 
whole  life,  he  also  had  a  considerable  law  practice,  main¬ 
taining  an  office  in  his  home  and  sharing  an  office  in 
Hartford  a  little  north  of  Needham’s  Corner.  When  it  was 
time  for  the  courts  to  sit  he  would  journey  from  his  home 
to  Hartford,  often  traveling  the  fifteen  miles  on  foot, 
and  remain  there  during  the  sessions.  At  his  home  he 
had  a  good  working  law  library.  For  a  number  of  years  he 
also  bought,  packed  and  sweated  tobacco  in  fairly  large 
quantities.  In  his  home  town  he  was  usually  referred  to 
as  “The  Lawyer.”

Mary  Jane,  born  in  1829;  died  Oct.  4,  1910.  She 
lived  a  quiet  life  in  Medina  with  her  parents 
and  continued  in  the  home  after  her  father’s 
death.  She  frequently  used  to  visit  her  relatives 
in  the  east  during  the  summer,  both  with  her 
father  and  alone  after  his  death. 

Henry  C.,  born  in  East  Granby  in  1833  or  1834; 
enlisted  in  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  12,  1862  as 
second  lieutenant  in  Co.  H,  nth  Regiment 
(Scott’s  900),  U.  S.  Volunteer  Cavalry;  pro¬ 
moted  with  rank  from  Oct.  3,  1862,  to  first 
lieutenant  of  Co.  K,  New  York  Cavalry  (Scott’s 
900);  discharged  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  March  12, 
1865.  On  Dec,  6,  1866,  he  was  commissioned 
captain  of  the  nth  Regiment  of  Cavalry,  New 
York  State  Volunteers.  While  in  service  he  was 
detailed  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  officers  for 
inspection  of  cavalry  and  artillery  horses  and 
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also  detailed  to  purchase  horses  and  many  other 
supplies.  At  the  time  of  enlistment  he  was  a 
produce  dealer.  During  his  later  life  he  was  an 
official  grain  inspector  in  Detroit,  Mich.  He 
died  about  1900. 

Samuel  G.,  born  about  1840.  He  lived  to  young 
manhood  and  was  drowned  while  attempting 
to  cross  a  swollen  stream  on  horseback.

Children ;  Lewis  Bates,  Charles, 
Flora  and  Fannie. 

26.  Carlos  (son  of  Erastus)  born  March  23,  1808; 
resided  in  East  Granby,  where  he  died  Dec.  20,  1878; 
married  (i)  Jan.  4,  i860,  Maria  B.  Cooley,  who  died 
March  27,  i860,  at  the  age  of  30  years,  in  Medina,  Ohio, 
and  is  there  buried.  She  was  Maria  B.  Miller,  born  in 
Blanford,  Mass.;  married  (i)  a  Mr.  Stimpson,  from  whom 
she  was  divorced;  (2)  Dexter  Cooley,  and  had  a  daughter 
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Mary  Cooley,  and  after  Cooley’s  death  (3)  Carlos  Bates. 
He  married  (2)  Dec.  12,  1861,  Hannah  Spencer  Stowell, 
daughter  of  Captain  Enoch  and  Sophia  Teresa  (Collins) 
Powers  of  Hartford,  and  widow  of  Austin  Crocker  Stowell. 
She  was  born  Feb.  27,  1820,  and  died  Jan.  7,  1907.  He 
bought  out  the  other  heirs  of  his  father,  Erastus,  and 
worked  the  home  farm  during  most  of  his  life.  He  is  said 
to  have  attended  the  Westfield  Academy  of  Massachusetts, 
and  the  private  classical  school  kept  by  Lemuel  Cicero 
Holcomb  in  East  Granby.  In  his  younger  years  he  taught 
a  number  of  nearby  district  schools  and  was  particularly 
successful  in  those  requiring  discipline.  In  the  spring  of 
1832  he  was  traveling  in  Virginia,  presumably  selling 
goods,  as  was  done  by  many  young  men  at  that  period. 
When  twenty-five  years  old  he  began  to  keep  a  general 
store  in  Poquonock,  Conn.,  and  continued  for  two  years. 
Beginning  in  October  1839,  traveled  in  the  south  for 
twenty  years  during  the  winter  months,  usually  riding 
to  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  going  and  coming  from  there 
on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers  by  river  boat.  He 
was  employed  by  the  firm  of  Erastus  Case  of  Canton, 
Conn.,  clock  manufacturers,  as  a  collector.  His  work  was 
the  collecting  of  payment  for  clocks,  some  of  which  had 
been  sold  several  months  earlier.  He  read  and  spoke  the 
classical  French  and  also  spoke  the  southern  French 
dialect  like  a  native.  In  his  later  years  he  attended  to 
much  business  for  others,  settling  numerous  estates,  both 
of  insolvents,  and  of  deceased  persons.
